If the Fresno raiain gwiwerp want to 


save themselves from rein proceeding 
from an embarrassment, of riches, they 
will take a leaf out of the book of the 
Alaska salmon canners. These indus- 
trials, having experienced two or three 
years of steady lo-'eea, have combined 
and formed a syndicate, to which the 
entire output of the canneries ia assigned. 
The managers of the syndicate have 
rckoned to a point bow-much fish -the 
market will take without breaking down 
prices; they limit their output to this 
amount, allotting to each member of the 
syndicate his proportion of the whole. 
The syndicate then Uses a price which 
leaves a small profit over and above the 
cost of production, yet. is -so-close to that 
cost that it will not pay an outside can- 
ner to compete. Eaetern buyers deal 
T?ritb. the syndicate, because tbey can do 
better with it than with ontsidera. and 
also because it guarantees them against 
a cut in rates. In this way the Alaska 
palmon fishery, which bade fair to ruin 
every one connected with it, now prom- 
iees to become a permanently lucrative 
industry. 


The Fresno raisin growsrs -can .attain 


the eame result by the same methods. 
Itiis understood that 98 per cent of the 
growers, including those of Kern, stand 
ready to form a syndicate, to give it con- 
trol of production, and to allow it to 
regulate the Bales of the .product. Tt is 
proposed to reduce the volume of the 
Ural crop so as to adjust it to consump- 
tion, and to send the whole of the second 
crop to the wineries. By fixing for the 
present some each priue -as 2 cents for 
choice two and three-crown raisins, the 
syndicate could defy Spanish competi- 
tion, and by limiting the<nmnberof car- 
loads produced in the country to what 
the East could take, the -loeeeB of tbe 
paat wonld be avoided,. and the mort- 
gages now weighing down Fresno vine- 
yards might be lifted. 


An example of the successful working 


of this co-operative method may be ob- 
served in the coal fields of Pennsylvania 
and New York. Twenty-five years ago 
to own a coal mine in those states waa 
to conrt hinkrnptcy. 
There was no 


limit to production, and the price for 
the great body of producers was dictated 
by tbe most impecunious of -the -number. 
-Some twenty years ago, Samuel f-loan of 
the Delaware & Lacka wanna introduced 


tem into the business The quantity 
-coal required for consumption was 


accurately gauged, and production was 
limited to that. Competition wag kept 
alive by miners who were not members 
•of the combine; but the latter took care 
to fix prices at nuch a figure that there 
waa little profit in running opposition to 
•it.

The Hundred Thousand Club is in re- 


ceipt of a communication from a com- 
pany engaged jn the manufacture of 
sewer pipe, drain tile and pressed brick, 
the members of which believe Fresno to 
be a desirable location tor their business, 
and state their intention to come here 
if a suitable site ia donated upon which 
to locate their works. An early answer 
IB deaired, for if they come they pro- 
pose to be amont; the bidders to supply 
th^pipe for the new sewers, the bonds 
for which were Fold Tuesday. They 
figure that they will be able, by reason 
of their location upon the ground and 
fiaviug of freight charges, to make the 
lowest bid, and that tbe contract will 
be a good one upon which to begin 
operations in a new field. They desire 
for their works five acres of laud ad- 
jacent to the city. 


This raises a question of great impor- 


tance to the two bueinees orgunizations 
which are looking after the material in- 
terests of this city. Is it to be their 
policy to donate sites or other valuable 
considerations to manufacturing enter- 


oes seeking locations in new fields? 


Sach has been the policy of many of the 
most enterprising and flourishing of the 
great cities of the west, and the rapidity 
-of their manufacturing development 
ia attributed largely to this 
liberal 


method of encouragement. 
In 
the 


opinion of this paper reasonable dona* 
turns to industries which furnish em- 
ployment to men and assist in develop- 
ing local resources' are in the line of 
good business policy. Care muet be 
taken, of coarse, to extend encourage- 
ment only to bona fide, solid institutions, 
backed by honorable and competent 
business men, but when these precau- 
tions are taken we believe that any 
growing community can well afford to 
furnish the ground free for a Bite for any 
legitimate manufacturing industry seek- 
ing a place to do business.

CHINESE ARE CAPTUJIED WITH 


FORGED CERTIFICATES. 


Wealthy Chinamen Ready to Pay 


Fabulous Prices for the Privilege 


of Comincr Here.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—-Colleetoi 


Wei burn today received telegrams from 
Tacoma, Seattle and Port Townsem 
which notified him that the collectors 
there have recently captured half adozen 
Chinese with forged certificates, bearing 
the signatures of 0. M. Welbnrn and his 
deputy, Thomas Cusick. At Tacoma 
the forgers tried to have Ah Duck ant 
Ah Look admitted under excellent cou 
terfeite, numbered 45,946 and 46,645. A 
Seattle the same forgers tried to intro- 
duce An Line and WODE Chong nndei 
cirtificatea numbered 45,646 and f»36 
and at Victoria two Chinese were ar 
rested in possession of excellent imita 
Mono of the certificates issued at the San 
Francisco office. 


Speaking of the matter Collector WTel 


born said: "An examination of tbe rec 
ords of this office shows that there havf 
never been any such numbers on our 
books, hence the purported certificates 
must be forgeries. Tbe people who are 
in the northern band of forgers, if there 
is such a band, have not gone about 
their work aa cleverly aa the Foss gang 
pursued its labors. The FOSB peoph 
were clever and they were well inlormec 
regarding our numbers." 


The Chinese holding the certificates 


are under arrest, and every deputy who 
can be spared will try to discover the 
forgers who sold them certificates. 


It has been known at the interna 


revenue office for some months that the 
northern and southern borders of the 
United States have long been infe&tet 
with peddlers of canning imitations o 
the government certificates. It was for 
come time believed that the Mexican 
border would be the principal workinj 
place of the counterfeiters, but the vigil 
ance of deputies has probably driven 
them to the north. The demand for 
certificates is BO great that the best fore 
cries readily sell for from $50 to $100 
Fosa stated to a deputy United Statei 
marshal, while en route to the peniteiv 
tiary, that bad his band not been be 
trayed by one of their number it woulc 
have earned $500,000 in a year. Some 
of the wealthy Oliineee were ready t< 
pay fabulous prices for tbe privilege o 
coming here.

tinent had sampled hie product, which 
no white man would care to eat, they 
never could get enough. Mr. Blancbard 
held the monopoly and wade his own

rices, and the Kaffirs, Hottentots and 
ashmen never grumbled at the price. 
The article waa shipped to Africa in 


cans, after the manner of airtight fruit; 
and the natives parted with their ivory, 
gold dust, leopard and lion skins, and 
would have Bold their children if per- 
mitted to do eo, in order to buy the 


had no money, 
ide were easily 


turned into money; and Mr. Blanch ard 
made another fortune in a few mouths. 


Tho grasshoppers did not laat long, 


and of' course Mr. "Blancbard's factory 
closed in a abort time. Tbo process of 
making the jelly, as Colonel Trevelvau 
describes it, is not difficult, although it 
requires Borne little knowledge of the 
theory of food preservation. The por- 
.tion of the grasshoppers which turns to 
jelly is that which remains after the 
cornicuhc are removed. These par's of 
course include the antenna;, the eyes, 
heads, legs, scutella, pro thoraxes, wings, 
brjRtletails, metathoraxes, mandibles, 
epistomes, spiriclea and other bony sub- 
stances which lower the grade of the 
jelly. A colander with small meshes 
waa found sufficient for the most part, 
but a few small memberaof the insect, 
chiefly the elytrons, refused to be sep- 
arated by the filterinc process. This 
trouble, however, was easily overcome 
by the use of sulphate of iron in small 
quantities which, by absorbing the oxy- 
gen of which elyctrons are largely coin- 
poped, carried away every trace of corn- 
icuhc, or bony substances. 


Two per cent of port wine was added, 


and when the jelly was of a proper con- 
sistency, it was canned and shipped to 
Africa. A few white people who could 
sum up courage to sample it pronounced 
the taste tolerably pleasant; but no 
trade was ever carried on with the ar- 
ticle, except among the kraaluien of 
Southern Africa. 


It ia the opinion of Colonel Trevelyan 


that a fortune can be made here in the 
same manner. The grasshoppers seem 
to be numerous enough about Pollaskey; 
and the market in Africa is open. A 
considerable trade might he opened with 
tbe Indians of this state. They are not 
prejudiced against that class of food. 
The price which could be paid for catch- 
ing the grasshoppers would be high 
enough to bring any deeired number of 
laborers into the field.

THE EISEN ESTATE. 


Working of the Vineyard Here Is 


to Be Continued. 


SAN PIIA.VCISCO, June 20.—Francis T. 


Eisun, the pioneer viueyardiat, who 
died in this city last Saturday, left a 
$100,000 or $500,000 estate, compiiaiuK 
property in this city and in Aluineda, 
Marin, Solano and Fresno counties. 
There is a mortgage on the Fresno vine- 
yard, however, reducing tbe actual as- 
sets to $;iOO,COQ or leas. The estate is 
given in trust for fifteen years to Mr. 
Kisen'a two daughters, Mary Eisen and 
Eleauore Lopez. From this trust a 
monthly allowance of $150 is to be paid 
to each of tbo children, while the work- 
ing of the Eisen vineyard ia to be con- 
tinued for the purpose of paying oil' the 
mortgage and other indebtedness. 


At the expiration of the fifteen years 


the estate is to be given in equal shares 
to four children of the testator, Eleanore 
J. Lopez, wife of Raphael Lopez of San 
Salvador, Mary C. Eieen, Aueustine C. 
Eiaen and Adeline Bitten. 
From the 


estate as it now stands $9,500 is to be 
paid to a relative in Sweden. Amy 
Vignor, Mary Eisen and Eleanore Lopez, 
are named aa executors of the will, with 
full power over the estate and to act 
without bonds. Tbe Eisen vineyard at 
Fresno is valued at from $300,000 to- 
$400,000.

PROFESSOR 
HEATON'S H SPOILT 


ON THE SCHOOLS. 


Many New Features Needed—Marked 


Increase in Attendance—Night 


School Keeoiii mended. 


The folio wing ia ProiVssor ffearon'a 


report on the schools read at the meet- 
ing oi the Board of Kdiu-atiou night be- 
fore last: 


Tc the Honorable Board of Kducation 


—Silts: The year's work which lias just 
closed has been, in many respects, ai 
unusually successful oue. The attend- 
ance has been larger than during any 
preceding year. The increase in tbe 
high school has been parti.ularlymarked. 
There are indications that the member- 
ship will be still larger during tbe ensu- 
ing year. In such event it will doubt- 
less be nereBSary to allow pupils, until 
the new building is completed, to study 
at home, coining to ecbool only for reci- 
tation. For two years past tho work in 
tbe hiyh school ha? been very heavy for 
four teacher!:'. Classes are too tar^e for 
the best instruction. I believe an addi- 
tional teacher should be employed for 
the coming year, and tbat German 
fihould be introduced into tbe couree of 
study. This is now required by the state 
university. 


'Die matter of text books in the high 


school should be referred to the proper 
committee, as eome changes are ueeir- 
ible. 


Department work has bein introduced 


Into all the tirades above the fourth, and 
has, in tho main, been an improvement 
over tbe old method of each teacher tak- 
ing one class in all pubjects. • Its com- 
plete success depends very largely upon 
tbe selection of the proper teacher for 
each particular subject. Our depart- 
ment work ia beinf; adopted in many 
cities of the state. 


Algebra was last year introduced in- 


to tbe eighth grade and the equation 
used in the solution of arithmetical 
problems. Thia year it baa been intro- 
duced with marked success in the sev- 
enth grade. I believe that the single 
algebraic equation can be taught imme- 
diately alter common fractions and use.il 
whenever it affords the easier solution 
of itn example in arithmetic. Formerly 
aluebra was taken up after this com- 
pletion of arithmetic. Now it is being 
need as an aid to arithmetic. 


About 250 supplementary readers 


have been pnrchaped for the schools. 
These have added greatly to the interest 
and progress in the art of reading, be- 
sides increasing the pupils' knowledge 
of science and nature studies, geography 
and history. \Ve need still more of 
these supplementary readers, particu- 
larly in geography. This subject should 
not be taught aimply from the text book, 
looking upjnap questions and commit- 
ting the answers to memory, but from 
tbe reading of interesting books of de- 
scription and travel.

United States history also needs sup- 


plementary books. 
The state series 


history ia a dry and uninteresting state- 
ment of facts. Other works on the 
same subject 
iu the library would 


;reatly aid in this study. 


Tbe teachers have met with ranch 


success iu interesting pupils in reading 
library books supplementary to their 
studies. For this purpose lists of books 
appropriate to each grade have been 
prepared, and a reading certificate ie- 
jued to oacb pupil completing five such 
books. The public library has proved 
"inadequate to the demands made upon 
It. There is usually but one book of a 
iind in tbe library, and from twenty to 
ifty children arc requested to read that 
ijook. Most of the children attending; 
;he Park avenue school, being outside i 
;he city limits, do not have access to the j 
public library. 
I would recommend i 


ihat a library of not lean than 300 yol-! 
jmes be put ia each of the ward build- j 
.ngs.

We have in our schools a number of' 


jupils pretty well advanced iu age but j 
n low grades, who have yet hut a | 
abort time in school. Their time could

spent more profitably on lose oubject;!

Other pupils are nearly or quite den'- 
cient in some eubjecta, but make fair 
; 


progress in others. A few pupils are 
dull in atl subjects and 
will 
not 


learn the work of a grade in two or 
three years, taking it each limoaa rap- 
idly aa an ordinary class 19 enabled to 
advance. Thus after remaining several 
terms in the same class, these pupils 
are still found unfit for promotion. 


Other pupilsare obliged to remain out 


of school, particularly in the fail, for 
work. Entering late they are not ex- 
actly fittod for any zrade. For all thcso 
classes of pupils I believe that one un- 
graded department would be desirable 
and sufficient. Each such pupil, with- 
out interfering with grading, could take 
such work as the teacher and superin- 
tendent deemed desirable. Each could 
advance at such a rate as his ability 
would permit. 
Whenever any pupil 


was found fitted for a grade, lie could be 
transferred if regular grade work were 
best for Mm. One school of this bind 
would remove from our regular grades 
those pupils who are now drags and 
who waste a large amount of the teach- 
ers' time and energy. At the same 
time their own interests would be served 
by admission to auch ungraded depart- 
ment. 


A large number of children aa young 


even aa 10 and 12 are out of school on 
account of work. Many older ones are 
desirous of better education but are un- 
able to attend school. For such persons 
many of the larger cities establish night 
schools. When the new building is com- 
pleted there will be room in its base- 
ment for such a school. It ia possible 
tbat you ibay find means for opening 
such a school in September. 


We need a special leacher of drawing 


to assist the teachers in this important 
department of work. 
The subject is 


being taught now ae well as could be 
expected without the aid of a specialist.

HANSCOMB DISMISSED. 


The Modesto Editor Comes Clear 


of the Charge. 


S. L. Hanecomb, recently editor of tho 


Modesto Jlcmld, was discharged at. hie 
preliminary examination at that place, 
on the charge of assaulting Mies Ada 
Bishop. General John K. Kittrell re- 
turned last evening from Modesto where 
lie defended Hanscomb, andin speaking 
of the case, he said : 


"It cropped out in .the proof that tho 


prosecution was instituted by the dis- 
trict attorney and his aseistant C. A. 
Stouesifer through spite, and evidently 
to wreak personal vengeance on Han_- 
comb. 


"The alleged felonious assault waa 


uiade.or pretended to be made.by Hans- 
comb on Miss Ada Bishop, February 
25th, last. Xo complaint was tiled; no 
prosecution was set on foot, until June 
4th, when a brother of Mies Bishop, a 
young man li> years of aae, was induced 
to swear to a complaint. The girl her- 
self declined to do eo, notwithbtaudiag 
the fact that she. hud been repeatedly 
urged to do so by the district attorney 
and bis deputy, Stonesifer. In her own 
testimony given on the etand she de- 
clared that the attorneys before named 
hatl visited her and had sought to in- 
duce her to commence nn action, hut 
die resolutely declined, saying tbat the 
only motive of the attorneys was to 
vent their spite or spleen on Hanacomb 
through a criminal prosecution. 


"Ae soon aa tbe prosecution rested its 


case, I moved the court to discharge the 
defendant, and after argument, Justice 
Towns did discharge him. No witness 
was sworn for the defendant. 
The 


almost universal sentiment ol tbe peo- 
ple of Modesto and of Stanislaus county 
is that it was a malicious prosecution, 
commenced and continued for ulterior 
and private motives, and with no view 
to Bubeorve the public, interest, and for 
no higher purpose or motive than to de- 
fame and disgrace Hanecomb, who, when 
editor of the Modesto Herald, had made 
hia persecutors feel the weight of his 
blows."

DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S OPINION 


Few Changes to lie Made iu the 


Corps of City Teachers 


Next Year. 


The City Board 01 Education met last 


night to receive an opinion by the Dis- 
trict Attorney concealing the legality of 
tho board's contract to purchase the 
Terry block lor a site for the high school. 
The opinion was written uy Deputy 
District Attorney Freiuan, and contains 
about 2000 words, giving a history of the 
negotiations carried on between the 
present and former boards and 
the 


agenta of the Terry block. After Bum- 
ming up the facta in the case, the opin- 
ion IB given that the present board is 
bound by the contract entered into by 
the former board and the Terry block 
scents, and must purchase the land.pro- 
vided the agents can give a HOW! and 
auflicient deed to it. 


This opinion waa read and placed on 


file. Trustee Church moved that the 
board co into executive session to 
discuss tbeeeleciion of teachers for the 
schools during next year and consider 
Superintendent 
Downing's remuner- 


ation for services performed. Trustees 
Gallagher and Monroe insisted that 
some action on^ht to be taken on the 
Terry block matter before proceeding to 
other business. To bring the matter 
before the houeo Gallagher moved that 
the former resolution of tho board to 
abandon purchase of the land in Ques- 
tion be rescinded, and that Chairman 
Eden be appointed a committee of one 
to examine the abstract of tho title of 
the Terry block, and furnish it to the 
board's legal adviser for him to exam- 
ine. This resolution waa unanimously 
carried. 


The board will meet again on Tues- 


day evening, and further action will be 
taken at that time. 


The board then went into the execu- 


tive session, aa moved by Trustee 
Church, and the subject of neit year's 
teachers was given consideration. All 
regular teachers in grammar and pri- 
mary grades were retained with the ex- 
ception of Misses Nellie (iilmore and 
Mary E. Norton, who Bent in their 
resignations. The vacancies were not 
lilled. In the matter of the high echool 
teachers and city superintendent nothing 
was done. Professor lleaton advised that 
another teacher bo secured for the high 
school, aa-there are too many pupils for 
the four teachers. Mits Florence .Bart- 
ling, teacher of English, Beut in her 
resignation. Sue hag secured a similar 
position in the Berkeley high school. 
Mies Bartliug has been a teacher in the 
Freano high school for a number of 
yeara and the loss of her services is to 
be regretted.

In ac- 
cordance with thfi wiao purpose for 
which all such laws are desiirntid, pedes- 
trians traversing populous highways are 
required to keep on the rijfht hand eide; 
idle persons are not allowed to Etand in 
groups on tbe sidewalks.. 


Abatement of the evils above noted 


are of vastly more importance to the 
public nt large than to thn railroad com- 
pany. Enforcement of proper rules ar'. 
regulations on the lines above indicated 
will interfere with no one's rights, and 
will injure no one's business if eon- 
ducted in a legitimate manner.
